Majesty's forces outside the Colony 
during the present war," 

The terms of the ordinance ap- 
plicd, with specified exceptiony, to 
all male British subjects ordinarily 
resident in the Colony and between 
the ages of 18 and 40, 

The cases of those who were not’ 
servants of the Government were 
to come before a General Military 
Service Tribunal, in the compesl- 
tion of which there wns to be uo 
substantinl commercial mujority; 
and in the ease of appents from 
this tribunol. us was allowed by 
the law, to the Governor in Coun- 
cil, three assessors might be ap-

Ample provision was thus made 

to safeguard merchant cmploycrs' 
Interests, Those who were not 
cxempted ‘and were found medl- 
cally fit were to be enrolicd in the 
“General Military Force of Hong- 
kong.”

In connection with .the prohibition 
of importation of certain merchandise 
frem Macao. announced on Jnaunry 
12, the following nmendment was 
mentioned in this morning's Govern- 
ment “Gazette’: ."“In the proviso to 
the said prohibition the words ‘or 
ficldglaases' are added after the word 
‘camera’ wherever that word appears 
thereln. 

The proviso referred to states: 
“This prohibition shail not apply 
where a camera ‘is brought into the 
Colony from Macao by a person who 
has after September 3, 1939, taken 
such cumern -from Hongkong to 
Macao for his personal use and who 
enn produce the certifleate of, or can 
otherwise satisfy, the Superintendent 
of Imports and Exports that such 
camera had so been taken by him 
to Mneao,” ‘ 

Another amendment is that the 
prohibition does ,not - apply to 
medicines and ‘cloths which the 
Superlntendent of Imports and Ex- 
porfs fs satisfied are manufactured in 
Macno or In China, or to any mao- 
chinery or electrical apparatus im~ 
ported into the Colony from Macao 
for the purpose of being repaired nnd 
returned to Macao. |

In the town of Angers, a few miles 
myay, A number of forelan Govern- 
ments accredited to Poland have set 
up their chancelleries, through which 
diplomatic business continues as 
though they were still in Warsaw, 
CONFIDENCE IN FUTURE

Somo Units Nearly Ready © 

I asked ‘the President what he 
thought would happen to that part 
of Poland now occupied by the Rus- 
sions after the Germans had been 
defeated by the Allies” He replied 
that he anficlpated little trouble in 
recovering that portion of Poland. 

“The Russians,” he sald, “cannot 


stay~there-after- Germany - has-been} - 


beaten. They will have too many 
troubles of thelr own: in their-own 
country to be able to hold foreign 
soil by force of arms. 

“The crumpling of Germany will 
mean the defeat of Russia, and once 
we have recovered our Polish terri- 
tury stolen from us by Germany, that 
part seized by Russia will return 
to us.” . 

The President spoke at Jength 
about the new Polish Army now be- 
Ing formed in France, Some units, 
he said, should be ready for service 
at the front within a few months, 
and by the end of he year it was 
hoped’ that several divisions would 
be tralned ‘to play their part in the 
fight against Germany. 

These troops, by agreement with 
the French High Command, will 
serve as individual Polish units 
under Polish officers, subjects, of 
course, to the Supreme Command of 
Gen, Gamelin, They include artil- 
lery and cavalry, as well as tank 
battalions, : : 

The previous day I had Inspected 
one of the several Polish training 
camps that have been established In 
France. Here several thousand of- 
flecrs and men are undergoing 
stringent military training prior to 
thelr formation as a unit In a Pollsh 
division. ne 

Their. ranks Snclude officers who 
have escaped from camps in Poland, 
Poles engaged In diplomatic posl- 
tlons or in‘buslness {n Paris or Lon- 
don, and miners ond farmers from 
the colony of Poles,who for many 
years haye inhabiled the northern 
part of France. : ve

men, making lHght of the war-time
